For  the  School  Year  Ending  March  15,  1880. 


In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  schools  for  the  past  year  is  respectfully  submitted. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Sarah  A.  Home,  who  has 
taught  a  number  of  schools  before  and  met  with  success;  winter 
term  by  Geo.  W.  Trafton,  an  experienced  teacher,  whose  efforts 
for  the  good  of  the  scholars  were  crowned  with  success. 

Number  of  scholars  49.  Attendance  23.  Average  20. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
Olive  Haynes,  J.  M.  Harriman,  Teachers. 
Both  terms  satisfactory  to  committee. 
Number  of  scholars  23.  Attendance  16.  Average  14. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Spring  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Crissie  A.  Mathews,  who 
gave  general  satisfaction;  winter  term  by  J.  W.  Winn,  whose 
education  was  good  but  failed  somewhat  in  discipline. 

Number  of  scholars  60.  Attendance  29.  Average  28. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

*  Mrs.  E.  J.  Cowell,  G.  W.  Chamberlin,  Teachers. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Cowell,  an  experienced  teach- 
er who  has  a  good  faculty  in  maintaining  order  and  imparting  in- 
struction; winter  term  by  Mr.  Chamberlin,  who  manifested  a  de* 
sire  to  have  his  scholars  thorough  in  their  studies,  was  quite  sucessr 
ful.

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

This  school  was  taught  in  one  term  by  Ella  Hersom,  who  held 
control  of  her  scholars,  and  good  improvement  was  made.

The  summer  term,  taught  by  Cora  Jones,  of  Great  Falls,  a  fair 
scholar  but  an  unexperienced  teacher.

Mrs.  Staples  has  taught  here  before ;  she  has  the  faculty  of  get- 
ting the  goodwill  of  her  scholars  which  is  one  help  to  success.

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

Summer  term  was  commenced  by  Emma  B.  Hanscom,  but  by 
reason  of  illness  was  finished  by  Ella  I.  Pillsbury.  Improvement 
was  evidently  made ;  winter  term,  was  taught  by  Louis  H.  Went- 
worth.  This  was  his  first  attempt  at  teaching.  He  is  evidently 
well  qualified  but  a  lack  of  confidence  in  himself  rendered  his 
school  somewhat  disorderly  before  the  vacation;  being  prompted 
by  the  committee  at  that  time,  a  change  for  the  better  was  manifest- 
at  our  last  visit.

Flora  Murray,  Teacher. 
Miss  Murray  taught  both  terms  here.  She  discharged  her  duties 
ably  and  faithfully.

Gowen,  of  Sanford,  a  very  good  scholar;  it  was  his  first  attempt  as 
a  teacher.  His  efforts  were  commendable,  but  there  was  a  lack  of 
order  and  executive  ability,  which  we  hope  the  experience  of  the 
past  winter  will  correct,  should  he  attempt  teaching  in  future.

Having  given  concise  reports  of  each  school,  we  feel  that  no  ex- 
tended remarks  by  us  would  be  either  profitable  or  acceptable  to 
the  community.  We,  however,  feel  that  some  change  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  our  school  money  might  be  of  advantage  to  those  at- 
tending, and  thus  to  the  community  at  large.  We  are  aware  that 
this  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  people  in  past  years,  but 
unheeded;  we  would  again  call  attention  to  the  matter  and  rec- 
ommend that  some  course  be  adopted  bv  which  we  may,  if  possible, 
receive  greater  benefit  from  the  amount  of  money  raised  and  annu- 
ally expended  for  schools.  What  this  change  should  be  we  would 
leave  to  the  discretion  and  wisdom  of  the  citizens  who  make  the 
appropriations. 

The  system  allowed  by  law  and  adopted  by  some  towns,  as 
North  Berwick,  is  spoken  of  with  favor  by  some  who  are  consid- 
ered competent  judges,  while  it  is  condemned  by  others  equally 
wise.  A  disadvantage  in  our  present  system  is  the  constant 
change  of  teachers  to  which  we  must  necessarily  submit  under  the 
present  arrangement. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  school  purposes  for  the 
past  year  is  as  follows:  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  dollars  and  one  cent.  Of  this,  we  receive  from  the  State, 
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eight  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents.  From 
town  appropriation,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-three 
dollars,  and  twenty  cents.  By  assessment  on  Districts  4  and  6 
three  hundred  and  seventy  four  dollars  and  twenty  four  cents  . 
Of  the  above,  there  has  been  expended  for  schools  and  repairs, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy  three  dollars 
and  thirty  one  cents. 
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
